Tohn Pocock citizens, or any Nine or 
more of them , and no other perſon or perſons 
whatſocycr , bee, and are hereby conſtitated and 
appointed a Committee for the Militia of the City of 
Lenden,and Liberties thereof,and ſhal have power, & 
axe hereby authorized, to aſſemble and call rogether 
ail and ſingular perſon and perſons within the ſaid 
Ciry of London, and Liberties thereof,thar arc meet 
and fit for the Wars;and them to Train, Exerciſc,and 
put inreadinefle, and them after rheir abilities and 
faculties well and ſufficiently from time to time to 
cauſe to be arrayed and weaponed,, and to take the 
Muſters of them in phaces moſt fit for that purpoſe : 
And that they ſhall have power to lead, conduR, and 
imploy the perſons. aforeſaid arrayed and weaponed, 
for the ſuppreſſion of all Rebellious Infurreftions and 
Invaſions that may happen within the ſaid City and 
Liberties thereof. And likewiſe ſhall have further 
power and authority to Lead , Conduct, and Em- 
ploy the perſons aforeſazd arrayed and weaponed , 
as well within the ſaid City, as within any other 
part of this Realm of Ergland, or Dominion of 
Wales, tor the ſuppreſſion of all Rebellious Infſurre- 
Rions and Invaſions that may happen, according as 
"ng they, 
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they ſhall txomtime.to time. receive directions from 
the Commons in - Parliament afſembled. And 
that the ſaid Commirtee or any nine or more 
of them as atforelaid, thall have power,and are hereby 
authorized, ro conſtitute and make Colonells, Cap- 
tains, and other Officers z and ſhall have power to 
remove and diiplace Colonells, Captains , and other 
Officers from time to tune, as they, or any nine or 
more of them as aforeſaid ,ſee cauſe,and think fit; And 
that the ſaid Committee or any nine or more ofthem 
as aforeſaid, ſhall have the ſame power and authority 
within the ſaid City & Liberties therof,as any Com- 
mittce for the Militia of the City of London had,the 
16 of May, 1648. by Order or Ordinance of Parli- 
ment. And it is hereby further ordained, that no Citi- 
zen of the City of Londoy, or any ofthe Forces of 
the ſaid City or Liberties thereof, ſhall bee drawne 
forth,or compelled to go out of the ſaid City or Li- 
bertics thereof, for Military ſervice, without his or 
their free conſent. And this preſent Act is to conti- 
nue during the pleaſure of the Parliament. And be it 
further Ordained, That no other perſon or perſons, 0- 
ther then the perſons aforenamed, doe,or ſhall from 
henceforth act or cxerciſe any power or authority as 
members of the Militia for the City of London, by 
force or colour ofany former Order, or Ordinance, 
or authority of Parliament.
